ABOUT WISCONSIN. 


At tho opening of the lUtli oentury, the 
" Territory Norlh-U'cst of tliu^Oliin," was an 
unbroken wilderness, rdiarcd in doubtful su- 
premacy, by tho aboriginal man, and thu oth- 
er denizens of the forest and prairies. 


It were needless to except from the univer- 


sality of this description, thu occasional ad- 
vent of the Indian trader, the nascent settle- 
ments on the Ohio, which wero attempting n 
precarious existence, or the Military posts 
•which wero pushed into this outer domain of 
our Republic, in token of our political domin- 
ion, und as heralds of an advancing civiliza- 
tion. 


In 1802, tho State of Ohio was carved out 


of the body of thn North-Went, and admitted 
into thu federal Union. 
Steadily advancing 


in population, wealth and respectability to its 
present enviable position in our political sys- 
tem, her brief "but impressive history com- 
mands (ho admiration of older communities, 
nnd awakens thu generous emulation of the 
new. IL-r population, in 18.10, had reached 
nearly 2,000,000 nouN, und she ranks the third 
in thu sisterhood of Slates. 


Tho history of Ohio has been tho history, 


in succession, of Indiana, Illinois and Michi- 
gan. 
Their advnnvti hits lieen, in like man- 


ner, rapid in population and in the other ele- 
ments of political greatness. The four States 
nbovo enumerated, contained in 1850, 4,000,- 
000 of freemen. 


Surprising ns these results an;, transcend- 


ing all that the world had previously known 
of tho creation of now political communities, 
by tliu peaceful migration of men and of thu 
arts, distancing even, all previous uxpeiiencu 
in tho settlement of tho new world, it might 
seem enough for Wisconsin, the youngest ol 
the creations of thu Ordinance of '87, to say, 
that sho is of thu North-West, nnd share* with 
her kindred States, in the .experience of a like 
early development. But to say this, is not 
enough. Tho settlement of Wisconsin has 
thu.s far been on n scale, unapproaced oven by 
that of the, fijur States above, enumerated, and 
constituting with her, thu area long familiarly 
known as ihu " Territory Xorth-U'ust of tlio 
Ohio." That this is not a vain boast, is a fact 
too broadly and familiarly known, to need thu 
formality of demonstration. For lliu satisfac- 
tion of thu curious, however, there is append- 
ed hereto a tubular view of thu population of 
the five Stntusof thuNorlh-Wtt.it, lor decades 
of years, constructed by collating Iho census 
returns from 1800 down to 1850. 
From this 


tablo it appears, that during the decade 
1810-50, the population of Wisconsin advan- 
ced from 30,000 to .'105,000, whilu at corres- 
ponding il-jcailes of their growth, Ohio pre- 
sents thu figures from 45,000 to 21'J.OOO, while 
tlio corresponding increase of Indiana and Il- 
linois was in a much smaller ratio. 


It will b» olnurvud that thu _ increase of 


Wisconsin, fur tliu tun years eliding in 1850 
was !)00 pur cunt. Jiy examination of the 
census returns of that year, it will bo found 
thnt Ilia increase of Iowa, wn» 015 per cent; 
(hat of Arkansas, 11 -1 per cunt., and in no 
other statu ovur 100 percent, during thu same 
period. 


This migration to Wisconsin, unparalleled 


M it is, in thu experience, of States, has not 
hcun (lie fitful result of tho gambling mania 
which i* luring its hordes of victims to the 
hind of gold. It Inn been tho steady nnd per- 
sistent flow of men and capital, seeking a per- 
manent home and a profitable, investment.— 
After filling up the Southern tier of Counties, 
the unbroken tide U setting strongly to the 
furtilu vallies of the Fox and Wuuoimii riv- 
«w, with their tributaries, and to the Missis- 
sippi border. 


Wisconsin is no less distinguished in Iho 


character of its early settlers, than in their 
number, 
llccklcsiticss nnd wild ndvonturo 


has found little plnco in thu history of this mi- 
gration. 
' 


Michigan was fairly open to survey nnd set- 


tlement us uarly as 18ilO, and in tho cotirsu of 
the succeeding ton years its capabilities wero 
cKplored nnd appreciated; during which pe- 
riod its population rose, by n innssivo immi- 
gration, from 31,000 to ai2,000. In 1810 the 
relations of Wisconsin to tho intelligent en- 
terprise of thu eastern StntoH, was what those 
of Michigan wero ton years curlier. Tho 
strait* had boon passed by sails and by steam 
nntl tho Territory of Wisconsin was open to 
settlement. 
. 


Tho conviction, however, had fastened^ it- 


self on tho mind of New England and Now 
York, that (Iiu physical elements of prosperi- 
ty wuro moro decided and moro readily avail- 
nblu in Wisconsin, and would work out nn 
earlier maturity, economical and social, than 
had been realized in thu history of other 
States. In neeordnnco with thcco impreiwioiis, 
it is confessedly true that thu basis of tho so- 
cial character of Wisconsin has been laid in u 
migration ns distinguished in character, as it 
has bct-n surpassing in numbers. 
Iho intel- 


lect, tho education, and the integrity—the 
head anil tho heart—ns well as ihu unterpnsu 
tho wealth, tho industry nnd tho nkill of J*uw 
York nnd Now England, Imvo been laid 
broadly and deeply under requisition, jo fur- 
nish out tho staple of tho population which is 
to len,vo its impress on tho- State for genera- 
tions to come. \Vi«cini»ln has boon ertually 
fortunate in tho numbt-n nnd the nmtorud of 
lior foreign immigration. The great Europe- 
nn movement, which is likely to characterise 
tho latter half of tho lOlh century, .will con- 
sist, not so much in the improvement of the 
forms of social organization nt home, nt in the 
reproduction of her civilization under greath 
improved conditions, by a innwivu emigration 
to tlio new world, whoio.brnad surface of lam 
still unoccupied is demanding settlement am 
cultivation, with a-voice now familliar to thu 
car, niul attuned to thu heart of Europe. 


There in n Germany in America, which is 


destined to bo greater than-tho (iernmn's fa- 
therland. Ireland is already Ci* Atlantic, nnd 
regenerated. Tho Scandinavian, with a re 
inarkable power of assimilation, touches our 
shores and is American in thought, tooling 
and language. From till these sources, >\ is- 
consin is deriving largo and steady accession! 
of numbers and of wealth, of enterprise ant 
of cultivated jntellcct—not of those who droj 
down by accident within our borders, but o 
those who leavo their native shores with no 
other intention than to find n home, in \Vis- 
consin. Through those several ° channels o 
increase and progress, Wisconsin prcsentct 
in the yeaMSOO—iho third of her existence 
M a Sovereign Stntu ,and member of our Na- 
tional Union—a population of 305,000 souls 
• result absolutely without parallel in tho set- 
tlement of stnUs. And it is equally true that 
tno opening of hor career ns a sovereign State 
bRi been from a point of nearer approximate 
to tho standard of social maturity which pre- 
vails on tho Atlantic border, and with fur less 
sacrifice of the advantages and refinements o 
modern civilization, than bun been truo o 
other States, whether of iho Northwest, or o 
other portions of the great valley. 


It is, therefore, an interesting question, and 


ono which has attracted attention public and 
invato, what aro tho natural capabilities of 
Wisconsin, which have made 8o>broad nnd 
Mirinancnt an impression upon'the mass of 
mnd at homo and itbrond, ns-to bring to her 
«liorus so largo n porlion of tho men and the 
iiipitiil. that tire annually sucking a homo iinil 
iivestment in the West? Thu answer to this 
nquiry naturally arronccs itself undur n vuri- 
oty of heads, which will be very briefly eon- 
siik-rcd.

o be tliu healthiest of the Western States, 
ts summers nre adapted, in temperature nnd 
liirntion, to perfect all tho products natural to 
he latitude, but are not oppressive. Its nu- 
uinns uro proverbially delightful.. Its winters 
close nnd uniform, but not harsh or generally 
severe. 


Geological l-'ciiliirOM, Noll, Arc. 


The limestone, underlying Ihu coal fields of 


[llinoi.j. forms the immediate basis of Ihu allu- 
vion of'Southern Wisconsin. This geological 
lislriet, in addition to lluit portion of (he State 
which lies southerly of the valley of thu Wis- 
consin river, comprises the wholu of the slope 
owards Lnku Michigan.: 


In many portions of this district the lime rock 


lisappunr*, and tho out-cropping snnd stone 
runiishcs a fine material fur building. The 
cud beat-in;' lock of ihu mineral region is a 
lorous lime stone,prevailing throughout Grant, 
La Fuyetlu mid Iowa Counties, comprising 
bur-lifths of tho "Load District" of thu upper 
Mississippi; Ihu retiming onu-lifth being in thu 
Slates uf Illinois nnd Iowa. 


Deposits of Iron ore, water lime stone, nnd 


)c<l.i (if Gypsum, together with other varieties 
of minonil.i, nru found in localities moro or less 
lutnurous tliroughout thu limn Htonu region. 


All of that section of (ho Stitlo, which lies 


>ctween Lake Superior on the North, and tho 
nils of St. Anthony on tlm.Mississippi, nnd 
Iiu fulls of ihu other rivers llnwing southerly, 
H primitive, in its {iruvailing Geological char- 
ictur; and it is within this primitive, region, 
,lml thu copper mines of Lake Superior uro 
bund—probably thu richest in thu world, and 
apparently inexhaustible. In nil that portion 
of the Stntu, lying between the primitive re- 
{ion just dusetiliuil, nnd thu limu stone forma- 
.ion of thu South and Euat, tho transition 
sand otanc prevails; ir.turgpcrsed with lime 
itone, nnd moro sparsely, with rock of a prim- 
tivu diameter. 
This formation comprises 


ilint section of country drained by the Wis- 
consin ami other rivers tributary to tho upper 
Mississippi, and 
below the fulls of those 


streams. 


Thu character of the soil of Wisconsin is, of 


cbur*u, indicated to somo extent by its geo- 
logical features. Thu lime stone district of 
thu State is over Bjirend by n soil' nnd subsoil 
similar to that which prevails in othor por- 
tions of the urcat valley, nnd unsurpassed by 
any in fertility. It is the distinction of the 
mineral region of Wisconsin, that it is over- 
spread by n surface of the vury finest agricul- 
tural qualities; contrary to the general fact, 
that a mining district is worthless for the pur- 
pose of culture.' 


Proceeding northerly nnd wcstwnrdly ofthc 


lividing ridge between the water* of Lake 
Michigan and those that tlow into tho tipper 
Mississippi, tho soil will bu observed to be- 
oomo more Handy and porous; n character 
which will bu found lo prevnil throughout thu 
Hand stone region above, described. This por- 
tion of tlui Stntu admits of easy cultivation.— 
Tiiu soil is warm nnd highly productive, and 
thu growth luxuriant. 


FIICO ot the Country, Scenery, Arc. 
The surface of Lake Michigan is about six 


hundred feet above thu luvel of thu Ocean.— 
The surface of iho Statu is every where un- 
dulating; not" hilly, much lees mountainous. 
Iu uvuriiga level below Latitude -10 degrees 
is about MO feet above Lake Michigan ; sel- 
dom falling ?o !O\Y as 100 nnd rarely rising 
above -too feet. Tho highest of thu Blue 
Moutds, on thu lino between tho counties of 
Dane and lown, rises 1170 feet nbovu Luke 
Michjgnn,:'nnd is perhaps the most elevated 
laud in Wisconsin. Them is a rotnaknble de- 
pression in the surface of tho country, run, 
ning across thu Statu, from Green Bay lo thu 
Mississippi, thu bottom of which furnishes thu 
channels of the Fox nnd the lower Wiscon- 
sin. Thu pottage between those two rivers 
is less than two 'miles, nnd of so trilling nn 
oluvntion that 'when swolun with rains, thu 
Wisconsin often mingles its waters with those 
of tho Fox. 
This portnjM is but 222 feet 


above- tho level of Lake Michigan ; being the 
elevation of tho dividing ridge, at this point, 
between the basin of tho Lakt) and tho valley 
of thu Mississippi. At Urn mouth of tho Wis- 
consin, the western terminus of this depres 
sion is about GO feet above Lake Michigan; 
that of Lake Winncbago, it, the heml of;thn 
rapids of tho Fox being IfiO feet. From the 
North into this• valley How tho upper Wiscon- 
sin, and tho Wolf, nnd on tho South the 
country rites to tho level of tho head waters 
of tho Rock, 31G feet abovo iho surface of 
Lake Michigan. 
Thence there is a grail- 


u:d inclination • of tho surface Southerly, to 
the lino of the Slate ; the elevation of which 
nt the egress of the Hock is 128 feet above 
tho Lake. It is characteristic of tho'State, 
that tho streams uniformly How in beds but 
very slightly depressed below tho general lev- 
el of the adjacent country, nnd present no 
dillioulty in the way of tho construction of 
roads of easy grade, transversely, as well as 
in tho line of the water courses. There is 
nlso, from this cause, much less to be ftppre- 
hunded from the sudden ami destructive swell 
of Iho volume of water, from copious ruins—

.Such being a fzdncral description of the sttr- 
faco of Wisconsin, the immigrant will not 
look for Alpine Scenery, or the bolder and 
sublimer feiitures of the country, of tho high 
mountain and deep valley. But >'m all that 
constitutes tho beauty of the landscape, wheth- 
er in the vestments of nature, or in* those 
cnnubiliticd which cultivation can alone do- 
velopo,' Wisconsin is %yithout a rival. Among, 
her ten thousand undulations there is scarcely 
onu which lilb its crown abovo its fellows, 
which does not disclose to the prophetic e'ye 
of taste, a possible Eden—a vision of loveli- 
ness, which time and tho hand of cultivation 
•will not fail to realize and to verify. 


The only forests, of n growth approxima- 


ting towards that of Western New York and 
Pennsylvania and Ohio, aro found in a small 
portion of the Rock river valley, and in a 
narrow border on Lake Michigan, widening 
us it is traced Northerly; evergreens becom- 
ing more freely interspersed, and finally pre- 
dominating. The evergreen growth prevails 
in the vnllies of tho streams of the sand stone 
district of the State. The moat extensive 
pinery in Iho Stale, is found on tho upper 
H isconsm. The same valuable growth pro- 
vails in the vullies of the Wolf, the La Crosso, 
the-Black, tho St. Croix, and other streams 
penetrating the sand stone region. 


Aside from these localities nnd tho primi- 


tive region of Laka Superior, the elements of 
tho Wisconsin landscape are rolling prairie,, 
the sparse woodhmd, the op«ning, thu natur- 
al meadow, anil the lake. Tbuse, in their in- 
finite variety of combination,, and in their.un- 
rivided loveliness, make up the natural scene- 
ry of the Slate. Three hundred and fifty 
thousand souls have, in a day as it were, 
found n hnppy homo in Wisconsin.' But her 
millions of acri's, equally beautiful, and all un- 
touched, are still courting tho hand of cultiva- 
tion, and the adorning of art.
